Variations in Spelling of Shoemaker Name 


The name "Shoemaker" is spelled in many ways throughout this book but | 


the relationship of the people is not affected by the changes. In some 
instances all the children in a given generation have changed the spelling 
of the name from that used by the parents. In other instances a few of the 


children use ione spelling while the others prefer another. The original hig) 


German spelling was Schumacher. Today most families use the anglicized 
"Shoemaker" version while others spell the name "Shumaker" or "Schumaker". 
Because of the confusion which might result in trying to locate the name 
in the index, only one spelling is used there- that of "Shoemaker".

PREFACE 


Three Loudoun County Shoemaker lines are traced in this book. Whether 
or not they were brothers and from whence they came is difficult to deter- 
mine. Various statements which have been handed down by descendants and 
written accounts from printed materials differ as to relationship, source, 
and time. The "Armstrong County, Pennsylvania, Her People Past and Present" 
by JeH. Beers, 191), lists seven Shoemaker brothers who were supposed to 
have come from Germany and settled in Loudoun County, Virginia. These were 
given as John, Solomon, Adam, George, Simon, Samuel, and Daniel. John and 
George are referred to as having established well-known branches of the 
family in ‘lestmoreland and Armstrong Counties, Penfisylvania, respectively. 
An earlier "History of Armstrong County, Pennsylvania" by Robert Walter 
Gnith, 1883, speaks of the George and Solomon Shoemaker families as coming 
from Virginia and settling in Pemsylvania but dods not refer to the two 
— as brothers. It makes the statement that Solomon was born a Loudoun 

tye ; 


No available ship lists of early settlers name by such group of 
seven brothers. It is possible that seven brothers mby have come to 
America but at different times. It is also possible that they entered 
this country through Maryland or Virginia ports and records were destroyed 
during the Civil War. Several genealogists who have considered the question 
think that perhaps these may be names of a second Sige. coal rather than 
the first to arrive in America. : 


A copy of an old article (source unknown) speaks of Solomon settling 
at Spring Church and of his brother Joseph, his brother-in-law Peter Warner, 
and four cousins, Peter, David, George, and Philip, who came to this part 
of western Fernsylvania from Virginia in the year 1799. George and David 
were quoted as having located at Cochran's Mills, Philip near Texas, and 
Peter near Alexander in Westmoreland County. The reference to Philip, son 
of John, is definitely incorrect as he lived in Derry Township, Westmoreland 
County, witil 181) when he bought land and settled near Texas (later called 
Oakland and still later called Distant). 


Solomon Shoemaker had a sister Judith who was the wife of Peter 
Warner. Around 1905 a descendant of Judith's stated that when she came 
to Pennsylvania, "four brothers, George, Solomon, John, and Joseph, 
came and settled near her." ring Church area 


Still another reference, that of Viola Schumaker, descendant of 
George Shoemaker of Cochran's Mills, several years ago recorded the 
following information: 

"Our Schumaker ancestor.came to America from Westphalia, a Ger- 
man province on the Raine in 1770. There were a father, mother and 
eight children, the oldest about twelve ——. The father died on 
shipboard and was buried at sea. The mother and eight children landed 
in the Virginia Colony and cleared land for a farm, 

"The oldest boy was John. —=But the second boy, George, was our 
ancestral line. --——" 

This would rule out Solomon as a brother if he was born in Virginia as 
stated in the 1883 history book.

A family Bible record of the John Shoemaker line lists 1. Philip 
Shoemaker as having been born in Germany; 2. his son John as born in 
Loudoun County, Virginia; 3. Philip, son of John, as being born in 
Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania, in 178;hJolm, son of Philip (number 3 
above) as being born in Armstrong County in 1813. It is possible that 
there are a few discrepancies in this data. Johm (number ) above) was 
more likely born in Westmoreland County as his parents did not settle in 
Armstrong County until 1814. If Philip (number 1 above) came to America, 
no record in Loudoun County can be found to indicate that he ever lived 
there. However, it is possible that he did live there but that the records | 
were incomplete or destroyed during the Civil War. Perhaps, too, he was 
the father who died at sea (according to Viola Schumaker's report). If | 
this is the case, John, his son, would not have been born in Virginia but . 
would have been eleven years old when he came to America. |

There are several Johm and George Shoemakers in this early period 
and it is quite possible that descendants recording stories related to 
them by praceding generations could have confused the facts. In the case 
of the John Shoemaker Bible record, some genealogists wonder, since no 
record of Philip Shoemaker is found in Loudoun County records, if his 
name might not have been confused with that of Jolm's father-in-law. 
Jom was married to Mary Ann Baker whose father was definitely Phili 
Baker. (The will of the latter is recorded in the Leesburg, Virginia, 
courthouse.) The previously mentioned Bible record is found in a Bible 
printed in 1881, the data of which was probably recorded by either Jom 
who is listed as being born in 1813 or his son Philip Shoemaker who was 
born in 184). This means the information was written by either the grand- 
son or the great grandson of the John who was supposed to be born in 


Virginia. 


In the Judith (Shoemaker) Warner reference is a statement that two 
of Judith's brothers, George and Jom, fought in the Revolutionary War. 
If this is the case, it, too, would rule out the Solomon Shoemaker of 
Spring Church and George Shoemaker of Cochran's Mills as brothers since 
Viola Schumaker of the latter line made the following statement: 

"The oldest’ boy was John. When the Revolution broke out he 
wanted to join Washington's army, but was only sixteen, a little 
too young. So he fibbed about his age, saying that he was seventeen. 
They took him, but instead of giving him a gun, they made a drummer 
boy of him." 

This statement would agree with the age of our first John who settled in 
Westmoreland County and would strengthen the idea of this Jom and George 
being brothers. 


Substantiating the idea that John and George of the two lines were 
brothers is the reference in the 191) edition of Armstrong history, pages 
728 and 729, where it speaks of Philip Shoemaker (son of John of Westmorelan; 
County) as selling 200 acres of his 00 acre farm in 182) to his favorite 
cousin Peter (son of George of Cochran's Mills). Also, the Rev. Curtis ! 
Stumaker of the John Shoemaker line spoke of his grandfather (John, the 
one born in 1813 and grandson of the first John of Westmoreland County) 
as having an tncle George. This would in actuality have been a great 
uncle if the original John and George were brothers. 


Again referring to the 191 Armstrong history, the seven brothers 
were said to have emigrated to America from Germany. Gresham's "Cyclopedia 
of Indiana and Armstrong Counties", page 577, speaks of the John Shoemaker 
line as being of Swiss origin. The descendant of Judith (Shoemaker) Warner 
stated that Judith was > 

* of Holiand Dutch origin, the family coming in the early 
years as colonists to Baltimore, Maryland, from which place the 
family branchedy part of which went to Virginia ----." 

Referring once more to Viola Schumaker's statement, 

"Our Schumaker ancestor came to America from Westphalia, a 

German provinée on the Rhine in 1770." 

Descendants of ali three lines have disagreed on the country from which the 
_ original ancestor emigrated. Some say Germany, others say Holland Dutch, 
but none agree with the Swiss version. According to a genealogist in 
Germany who did some research on the Shoemakers, the Loudoun County Shoe~ 
makers were undoubtedly from Kleeburg, Germany, which is in Alsace, now 

a part of France. See ee 


Confusion also arises on the time our ancestors came to America. In 
the 191) Armstrong history it states at one place that Join Shoemaker 
came to America some time before the Revolution and refers to George 
as having emigrated prior to 1770. In another reference fh the same source 
1770 is given as the date prior to which John settled in Westmoreland 
County, Pennsylvania. The family Bible record states that Joh was born 
in Virginia. Viola Schumaker, as previously noted, speaks of George as 
having come to America in 1770 as one of eight children. 


On pages 920 and 921 of the 1914 Armstrong history the statement 
appears that John Shoemaker settled in Franklin Township, Westmoreland 
County, making a permanent home there until his death. This may refer to 
another John Shoemaker as there was another in Westmoreland County about 
this time who died in 1783. The Jom Shoemaker of this book mst have 
settled first in Washington Township, Westmoreland Comty, before buying 
land in Derry Township, Westmoreland County. He lived at the latter place 
until his death. These facts and names of members of his family are to be 
verified in records in the Greensburg courthouse; deed book 12, page 2323 
pook 11, page 355 and 356; book 1h, pages 211 and 2383 book 15, page 3793 
pook 27, page 68; Orphans Court, Volume 1, file F, pages 133 and 13h. 


Thus the confusion goes. After considering the various versions, 
the writer is inclined to think the Solomon Shoemaker of Spring Church 
line was not a brother of the George Shoemaker line of Cochran's Mills 
or the John Shoemaker line of Derry Township, Westmoreland County. It 
is more likely that he was a brother of the Joseph Shoemaker referred 
to previously (but not traced in this book because data on one or two 
of the early generations has not yet been uncovered by the writer.) It 
also seems likely that John and George were brothers and that they were 
cousins of Solomon and Joseph. There is no question as to the fact they 
were related as there are too many instances in which members of the 
four lines tell of intermarriages of cousins in these lines. These men 
probably came to America prior to 1770 and the lines of John and George 
most likely emigrated from Germany, perhaps settling for a time in Holland 
before coming to America. Regardless of source or relationship the 
descendants of these lines have scattered to all parts of the comtry and 
in a few instances to other countries. 


HISTORY OF TERRITORIES SETTLED BY SHOEMAKER ANCESTORS 


The German settlement of Lovettsville in Loudoun County, Virginia, 
was the home of the three Shoemaker families traced in this book before 
they migrated into western Pennsylvania. This settlement was established 
about 1732 when the earliest German arrivals came into Loudoun County in 
an organized body of sixty or more fartilies. These people had come from 
a war-ravished Rhine into Pennsylvania and down into Virginia. 


Many of the settlers were farmers, vine dressers, iron workers, and 
artisans of no mean ability. They were described as being an industrious, 
thrifty, honest, deeply religious, quiet, sober people. They believed in 
ghosts and signs. Many children wore the breastbone of a chicken tied 
around their necks with a string to avoid getting whooping cough. However, 
these people were not superstitious beyond the age in which they lived. 


The homes of these early settlers were small, one-story buildings. 
They included a loft and a large chirmey at each of the two ends. Typical 
of the furnishings were the spinning wheel, reel, and loom. Cooking 
vessels were located at the fireplace and a msket humg over the mantel. 
Tallow candles and the light from the fireplace were the only means of 
artificial light. 


From this settlement in Virginia the families branched into different 
states at various times. In 1799 many of the families moved into western 
Pennsylvania, travelling by horseback, oxen, and wagone ‘ 


In 1768 all the territory included in Westmoreland County, Pennsylvaniaj! 
belonged to the Iroquois Indians who resented all intrusions of the white 
After the treaty of Fort Stanwix with the Iroquois, western Fennsylvania was 
opened for settlement in 1769 and several thousand settlers rushed to get 
warrants. However, settlements were exposed to Indian ravares until permanent} 
peace was established in 17°). Between 1769 and 1776 about 200 German familii 
from the eastern part of the state, from Marvland and Virrinia, and some din 
from Germany migrated to this section. Another such migration took place abo} 
1799. These people settled in Westmoreland and the surrounding counties. los) 
Germans obtained their land warrants from Pennsylvania but a few in the lowe! 
counties took title from Virginia before the border disputes were settled. 


The three original counties in Pennsylvania, as laid out by William Per’ 
were:Philadelphia, Bucks, Chester. The present territory of Westmoreland Co, 
was a part of the following counties: Chester, from 1682 to 1729; Lancaster; 
1729-1750; Cumberland, 1750-1771; Bedford, 1771-1773. Westmoreland Co. was 
created by act of Legislature on Feb. 26, 1773. From 1781-1850 sixteen count 
were taken from its territory. Armstrong Co. was formed from parts of Alleg) 
Lycoming, and Westmoreland counties by act of Mar. 12, 1800 and received a 
rights Nov. 1, 1805. 


When the German settlers arrived at their farms in 1769, they found noth|| 
but wilderness, It was necessary for everybody, men, women, and children, to 
work diligently in order to subsist, but they were equal to the task. Until | 
time could be found for constructing more substantial cabins and planting ga 
temporary shacks were built. Work started for these people before daybreak | 


often continued until long after dark since the farms had to produce almost | 
thing needed for subsistence. The women shared the hard work, rearing 5-15 
ren, doing the housework, helping in the fields. Thus it was when our ancest

FIRST GENERATION 


JOHN SHOEMAKER or JOHANNES SCHUMACHER (German spelling), born in 
1759, and Mary Ann (Baker), his wife, came to Westmoreland County, Pa., 
from the vicinity of Lovettsville, Loudoun County, Virginia. Accomts 
differ as to whether he came to America prior to 1770 or whether he 
settled in Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania, prior to 1770. A family 
Bible record states that John was born in Loudoun County, Virginia, and 
that his father, Philip Shoemaker, was born in Germany, The same record 
states see John's son Philip was born in Westmoreland County, Pa., on 
1=25-178h. 

Exactly when John settled in Westmoreland County has not been estab- 
lished. According to several sources he fought in the American Revolution. 
He is probably the John Shoemaker listed in the German Regiment in Pa. in 
Capt. William Heyser's Company. In the 1790 census a John Shoemaker, with 
family, was listed in Westmoreland County. The earliest records of John 
in the Greensburg courthouse show that he was living in Washington Town- 
ship, Westmoreland County, at the time he entered into Articles of Agree- 
ment (11-17-1792) with Samuel Parr (Deed Book 12, page 232). At this time 
he was buying land in Derry Township, Westmoreland County, from Mr. Parr. 
John occupied this land in Derry Township and was living there at the 
time of his death on 8-11-1815. Preceding this time he purchased from his 
son Philip 30 additional acres adjoining his 26 aere farm when Philip 
moved to Armstrong County. 

John is buried in the old cemetery on the hill above Avonmore, Pa. 
His wife, Mary Ann (Baker), however, is interred a few miles distant in 
the cemetery of the Poke Rum Presbyterian Church beside the grave of 
their daughter, Elizabeth Townsen(d), with whom she was probably living 
at the time of her death on 10-17-18hh. 

Mary Ann (Baker) Shoemaker was the daughter of Philip Baker and 
Juliana "Ule" (Shoemaker) Baker of Loudoun County, Virginia. She was 
born there in 1757. 

Philip Baker was born about 1716-1720. He died in Lovettsville in 
1786, leaving a will which was probated in Lovettsville on l-10-1786. 
Philip came down to Loudoun County with the German emigration of 1732 
from Pennsylvania. In Laudoun County records at Leesburg, Va., is a 
lease and release from John Berkeley and wife Susannah to Philip Baker 
and Daniel Adelman of Loudoun for 206 acres. A release of the same land 
on 5-10-1771 to Sammel Rich, Deed Book H, page hh, gives a lease from 
George William Fairfax to Philip Baker for said lives of Philip Baker, 
Daniel Baker, and William Baker, his sons, on 5-27-1772. Philip and "Ule" 
were the parents of eleven children: 1. Mary Ann, who married John Shoe- 
maker; 2, Catharine, who married Philip Henry Exline in 1785 and died at 
Friends Cove, Bedford County, Pa., in 1831; 3. Molly, who married Jacob 
Sverly; 4. “William; 5. Hannah, who married George Man; 6. Barbara, who 
married George Brenor; 7. Jacob, who married Catharine Spring and died 
in 1839 in Muskingum County, Ohio; 8. Christian; 9. David; 10. Samel, 
who was willed Philip's property; 11. Daniel.

PHILIP SHOEMAKER, son of John, lived in Westmoreland County until 
181 when he bought 00 acres of land near the present town of Distant, 
Pa. (This was formerly named Texas but changed to Oakland in 185.) In 
182) Philip sold 200 acres of his land to Peter Shoemaker, a favorite 
cousin. Philip cleared and improved his remaining land and spent the rest 
of his life there. His political affiliation was with the Whigs until 
1856 when he joined the Republican party. He was a staunch Christian and 
a member of the German Baptist Church. On l-10-1860 he died in Mahoning 
Township, Armstrong County, Pennsylvania. Elizabeth Rose, his wife, was 
born in Westmoreland County 11-18-1790 and died 6-12-1863. She was the 
daughter of George Rose, farmer and hotel keeper, of Murrysville, Westmd. 
County, Pa. Both Philip and Elizabeth are buried in the cemetery at 
Distant.

Here he cleared the larger part of the farm he owned and 
occupied, where the town of Deanville now stands. He cultivated the farm in 
an up-to-date manner, a characteristic of all his undertakings. For years he 
was one of the leading business men of that section, having a general 
merchandise store for 35 years, and acting as postmaster there for nearly 
30 years. In the meantime, for 23 years, Isaac owned and conducted a store 
near Edinburg, Clarion Co., during the oil excitement. 

From the fall of 1865 to the fall of 1869 Mr. Shumaker was h 
interested in the huxter business. Since he shipped to Pittsburgh, he kept 
several teams busy hauling produce to the station. For 16 years Isaac engaged 
in shipping fire clay from his ow property of 100 acres and leased land 
adjoining. This was sent to Rochester and Sharon, Pa., and Massilon and 
Newberg, Ohio. During this same time he also shipped iron ore to Kittanning. 
In 1900 he organized the Clarion Fire Brick Co., of which he was President. 
The Works at Saint Charles, Pa., consumed 60 tons of fire clay per day. in 
the manufacture of superior grade of fire brick used exclusively in steel 
furnaces. It was Mr. Shumaker's idea to drill gas wells to furnish gas for 
the operation of the Plant at Saint Charles. These wells furnished all the 
gas needed for the operation of the Plant.

After that came more 
teaching, followed by study at Colgate-Rochester Theological Seminary, and 
Baptist pastorates in New York, Dllinois, and Iowa. In 1921 Smith went west 
to teach philosophy and psychology at Linfiel@ College in McMinnville, Ore. 
For more than a dozen years he served also as Dean of Men. Then,at an age 
when most men want to slow up, he established a successful insurance agency 
in McMinnville. 

In addition to all this, Mr. Shumaker was an historian and biographer, 
having kept_a diary for 60 years, This informal history of that period 
filled 15 books and contained comments about interesting people, programs 
and lectures he had attended, and the good and bad fortune that came to him 
and his neighbors.

In 193) he founded the Wycliffe Bible Translators, a group which rep- 


resents no particular religious body but is dedicated to translating the Bibl) 


for people of primitive areas into a language they wderstand and that is 
accurate and acceptable. Since there are at least 2000 tribes, and as many 
languages, which don't have a Bible in their language, the task of the Trans- 
lators is enormous. 

During the past 27 years the ‘vycliffe Bible Translators have translated | 
all or some parts of the New Testament into 100 languages and are now working 
on another 100. 

Translators are trained at the Summer Institute of Linguistics. More tha 
500 students are trained each surmer in five United States and foreign 
universities. They are taught phonetics, how to analyze folklore for idioms, 
and how to process material in order to devise a nractical alphabet for a 
language. Candidates mst have a four-year high school education and be "born: 
again" Christians. 

After training a few students, Cameron and these helpers went to Mexico | 


and worked among the Aztecs. From there they went to Peru. Now Translators an 


working in New Guinea, Indonesia, the Philippines, Viet-Nam, India, Africa, 
South America, Canada, and Alaska,

a2° BRIEF HISTORY 
By Mrs. John Dentler, daughter of Sarah C. Townsend Muirhead 


John Shoemaker Townsend and Susanna Dickey were married on the first 
day of March 1842. It was a beautiful day in a very early spring. ‘The peach 
trees were in bloom. Susan wore a grey suit for the wedding. She probably 
had made it herself as she was a tailoress. Her father died when she was 
very young.and she was sent to live with an aunt who was & tailoress so she 
‘learned the trade. She was excellent at making men's clothing, but did not 
like to sew for women. Dr. Kirkpatrick was the minister at the wedding. 


During the first years of their marriage John and Susan lived in a littl 
three room house with one large room for an all purpose room = living, dining | 
and kitchen - the two other rooms were bedrooms. Later they built the large 
house on their farm near Polk Run. 


A short time after the wedding Susan was going away and went to get her | 
"second best" dress from the place.where she always kept it. It was not there 
and an investigation showed that it had been stolen as were also some of 
John's clothes, among them a flowered vest which he prized. 


When in 1856 John took his family to Iowa they were accompanied by David) 
and Maxwell Dickey, Susan's brothers, making eleven that made the trip at 
that time. They travelled by train crossing the Mississippi on a ferry. Since © 
the railroad came only as far as Iowa City the rest of the trip was made by 
wagon. The women in the party carried their money hidden in their clothing. 
John had $1700 in gold sewed in a belt which he wore all the time. 


The Robert Wilie family also came in 1856 but Robert's son John had come: 
to Crystall township in 1855 in the fall and had started a building and when 
the weather became too cold he returned to Tipton for the winter. When the two’ 
femilies reached Crystal township in the spring this unfinished building was 
their only shelter. The Wylie family, in true pioneer spirit shared what they | 
had with the Townsends. Soon after their arrival a terrible Iowa rain and 
wind storm came up and as there were no doors or windows on the house as yet 
the men spent the night holding quilts over the open spaces to protect the 
women and children. 


Soon John built his house on the quarter section of land which he had 
bought from the government for $1.25 an acre. At first because there was so 
much to do the floor boards were not laid tight. One night Susan heard a 
noise and thought she had dropped her thimble. She could not find it but they 
gave it little thought and went to bed. In the morning they found a rattle 
snake curled up in the cradle with Craig, who was the baby at that time. 
Needless to say, a tight floor was laid by night. 


Every spring the men plowed a firebreak around the buildings on each 
farm to protect them from the hazard of prairie fires. One spring as usual 
the men had protected their homes but the schoolhouse, which at that time 
was on the Wylie land across the road from John's home, had been neglected. 
A prairie fire was seen coming and the men grabhed their tools and started 
off to fight the fire. Susan, fearful that the schoolhouse would burn, got 
a team out of the shed and taking Dan, who was so small he could not be 
taken with the men, had him guide the team while she herself guided the plow 
until they had enough furrows to protect the building. 
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Susan was a very wonderful woman. Whenever there was illness in the 
neighborhood she would go to nurse the sick. One time when there was no 
other horse available she caught a colt and rode it to help her sick 
neighbor. When she returned from nursing the sick she would insist on all her 
own children staying away from her until she could bathe and change her 
Clothing so they would not catch any contagious disease. In spite of all the 
work there was to do for a family of eleven children, the spinning, carding, 
sewing, cooking and candlemaking, Cordie says that she can never remember 
when her mother was not neatly dressed and she always wore a white collar 
of some kind, perhaps a plain linen kerchief for home wear and something 

‘lacy and dainty for church. . 


_Johm and Susan were ardent church workers. They were so anxious that 
there be a church in their neighborhood that the Salem Church was organized 
in their home on Nov. 3, 1856. In order to have an organization it was nec- 
essary to have fifteen church members and there were only fourteen in the 
neighborhood, so Mary Wylie, who was later Mrs. McClain, went to Tipton, a 
trip of about a hundred miles and joined the church there to make the fifteenth 
person in order that they might have a church of their own in Salem, At 
first the church meetings were held in the homes of the members and later in 
the schoolhouse but in 186) the first Salem Church was built at a cost of 
$85. The Rev. Luther Dodd was the first minister and served the church for 
15 years. During his 102 members were added to the church. 4n entry 
in John's old account-book reads "First sermon preached in Salem Church by 
Rev. Le Dodd on the 17th of July, 186) from Genesis 28th, 17 forenoon, 
afternoon Psalm 30th, 5th." The Rev. Mr. Dodd and John were the only Lincoln 
men in the church but in spite of that Mr. Dodd never failed to pray for the 
President. “ 


John had been drafted to serve“in the war but his oldest son, Shields, 
felt that it would be mech better for him to go - he was younger to take the 
rigors of service and he felt that he would rather go than to take on the 
responsibilities of the large family. In those days men were allowed to send 
a substitute so Shields went for his father. He never returned for he died 
for lack of care in a prison in Tyler, Texas. He is buried there but a marker 
was placed in the family lot with the others in Crystal cemetery. 


In 1876 Jotm and Susan took the two youngest children, Cordie and Charles, 
and went back for a visit to Pennsylvania and to the Centennial at Philadel- 
phia. While there they visited John's brother Dan, who was a Presbyterian 
minister in Latrobe, Pa. Dan's congregation had a donation party for him. 
One of the ladies of the congregation came the day before to tell them about 
it so they would be prepared. Susan and her daughter Cordie helped Lizzie, 
Dan's wife, and his daughter Lizzie to get the house in immaculate condition. 
Dan's family consisted of Charles, Lizzie, Will and Paul. The congregation 
came the next morning bearing all kinds of things both to eat and to wear, a 
set of dishes for "Aunt Lizzie" and for Lizzie who was their organist they 
broucht a bolt of mslin for undefclothes and goods for a nice dress. Dan 
received $0.00 to buy a suit of clothes and a box of cigars. It seems that 
Dan had had trouble with his throat and the doctors had recommended smoking! 
He stayed in the same parish thirty years. On that same visit the family 
visited several of Jolm's sisters, Eliza Townsend, Hannah Walker and Polly 
Adams and Susan Barbour who lived in Ohio. They also visited Susan's sister 
Sarah Alter and brother David who was preaching at Ninevah. 
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When the family returned from their trip they made their home in Toledo 
for a short time and Rob and Mary Cowan lived on the farm. However, John 
could not stay away from the farm and Susan finally said if he was going to 
be out there all the time the family would go too. They never could be coaxed 
away again. It was about this time that Susan saw the hair—cloth parlor suite 
and wanted it so John got it for her. There was a sofa, a large chair with 
arms, a large chair without arms and four small chairs. 


In 1892 John and Susan celebrated their fiftieth wedding anniversary 
in their new house. Cordie, their daughter and her husband, Will Muirhead, 
had come to live with them, bringing with them their two children, Paul and 
Floy. Susan's eyes were failing rapidly and she was not able to read but 
Will was a great reader and they spent many happy hours in the evening when 
he read to her. She had a chance to hear many books that she had never had 
time in her busy life to read. During that time the two of them became very 
close and Will always felt that she was one of the finest people he had 
ever known. 


Susan died Jan. 22, 1893 and John continued to live on at the farm with 
his daughter and son-in-law until his death in November 1908. As long as he 
lived he was interested in the church and one of his last acts was to see 
that his offering to the Presbyterian Iowa Home Mission Fund was given. 

As long as he was able to be around he busied himself with the lawn and 
garden and took great pride in their appearance. He loved flowers and had 

a great many both in his garden and of flowering shrubs in the yard. He kept 
his own horse and phaeton and delighted in taking one of the grandchildren 
with him when he went to the old Crystal Post Office for the mail. Returning 
he would stop at the houses of his children and many of the neighbors deliver- 
ing their mail. He also looked after several farms owned by his brother~in- 
law, David Dickey, and made many trips to those farms to see that all was 
well. He was a wonderful companion for his grandchildren, playing croquet 
with them in the summer and in the winter sitting by the glowing hard coal 


burner telling stories. One of the children's favorites was of a little spotted 
dog that he and Susan had back in Polk Run. They had a small treadmill in | 


which they would put the dog and he would run the churn for Susan. Jom was 
full of fun and good company for them but he was also very particular that 
they would "mind their manners." He loved company and his big home was always 
headquarters for the visiting ministers, the relatives and friends who came 
to the neighborhood. The yard was large and many were the Fourth of July 
picnics held there with families staying on until dark wh en the fireworks 
were shot off over the garden fence. His dream of having his whole family 


around him- with chureh and school to make up the comnmity was not fulfilled | 
as he hoped it would be for his children moved, as he himself had done, to dT 


places where they thought their children would have better opportunity, jet 


but all who ever knew John and Susan felt that wherever they lived they mde 


their commmity a better place to live in.

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MEMORIES 


By E.K. Townsend, as told to Mabel Townsend 


Jom Shoemaker Townsend was born on a farm near North Washington, Westmoreland 
County, Pennsylvania. He was a son of John and Elizabeth Shoemaker Townsend, and 
was the sixth of eleven children, six boys and five girls. 


Joh S. Townsend and Susan Dickey were married March 1, 182. They bought a 
farm in Westmoreland County, near Poke Run Church. From brick made from clay on his 
own farm, he built a home which is still standing. The farm was poor, but he built 
up the land. While in Pennsylvania, his children Ann Eliza, Shields, Margaret, 
Mary, Maxwell, Albert and Craig were born. 


. With his brothers-in-law, David Dickey and Sam McBrier, he came to Iowa 
in 185), and the three men bought land in Crystal Township, Tama County. The records 
show that John S. Townsend purchased from the United States the Northwest Quarter 
of Section Twenty-eight in Crystal Township, on November 20, 185). After purchasing 
their land, the men returned to Pennsylvania. In the year 1856, John S. Townsend 
came again to Iowa, this time with his family. They came by train as far as Tipton, 
and stayed temporarily at the Cowan home in or near Mt. Vernon. Here he bought a- 
team of horses, and at least part of the lumber for a house, and drove to Tama 
County with the lumber. The home he built was about twenty-eight feet square, part 
of it being a story and a half, and the other part one story with a shed roof. 
There were four rooms downstairs, and two rooms upstairs. 


Dan was born at this place. The winters were very cold, and there was no 
wind-break, so John S. thought it advisable to get near timber, where it would 
be possible to get firewood close at hand, so he rented his newly bought farm in 
Crystal Township, and bought a quarter section of land in Indian Village Township, 
which was the Southwest Quarter of Section 1 in that Township. Here the family 
lived perhaps three or four years. Ed and Cordie were born here, probably in a log 
house. The school house that was built on the corner, three-quarters of a mile 
from this home, is still called the Townsend school. He, individually, borrowed 
the money and advanced it for the building of the school house. 


Then the family moved back to their home in Crystal Township. In winter they 
hauled wood about eleven miles from a twenty acre timber tract, south of where 
Garwin now stands. The trees were felled, the logs and limbs loaded on the sled or 
wagon and hauled home. Father and boys sawed the logs with a cross-cut saw, and 
split the wood for the stoves. The family kept warm and comfortable with wood- 
burning stoves, and the fire would hold over night in the big heating stove in the 
living room. This stove was about four feet long, and the stove pipe went through 
the sleeping room abowe, taking off the chill. 


A big orchard was set out, and in due time the family enjoyed an abundance 
of fruit, apples, plums, grapes, etc. 


Mr. and Mrs. Townsend were two of the fifteen charter members of the Salem 
Presbyterian Church, Which was organized in their home in 1856. At first, services 
were held in the homes or in the school house. The first pastor was Rev. luther 
Dodd, and the first church was built in 186). 


Family worship was held morning and evening when the children were small. 
All the children, except the youngest, memorized the Westminster Shorter catechism.

The special time for drilling on the catechism was on Sabbath afternoon, when all 
the family was gathered in the living room. The father asked the questions, the 
children gave the answers. If an error was made, the mother would often make the 
correction, and recite the answer correctly. No loud talk was permitted either 
in-doors or out-of-doors on the Sabbath day. Cordie completed the memorizing of the 
catechism at the age of eight, and Dan at twelve. Rev. Iuther Dodd, who heard 

them recite the catechism presented each with a Bible. Ed failed at this time, 

so his father reauired him to memorize five each week until all were memorized. 

Ed was converted through the influence of his brother Dan, and joined the church 

at Salem at the age of sixteen. He continved his membership in the Salem church 
for thirty-one years, until transferred to the First Presbyterian Church at Toledo | 
in 1907. He taught Sunday School classes for thirty-seven years, begining with 
boys and young men, then mixed classes of boys and girls; later in Toledo, he... 
taught a class of young women for six years, and then the Men's Bible Class for 
seven years. 


In the early days Sunday Schools were common, but there were no quarterlies 
or printed lesson helps. The Superintendent or teacher selected the lesson from 
the Bible, for the Sabbath following. 


One of the tragedies that befell the family, as well as other pioneer families 
was the typhoid fever epidemic in the fall of 1665. There had been a great deal of | 
wet weather, and the drinking water, it was thought, had become contaminated. The 
father and all the children, except the two youngest, Cordie and Charlie, had the 
Fever. Kind neighbors kept the two little children away from home, so they kept | 
well. The mother also kept well, and with the help of neighbors and others, cared 
for the sick. Albert died October 1th, Anna on October 29th, Margaret and Maxwell | 
on November 1, 1865. Ed had a large fever sore on his left leg. The doctor lanced 
it seven times. For a long time his knee was bent, and the doctor did not Inow of 
anything that could be done for it. For a time he did not walk, but crawled about 
on the floor. His father made a sort of brace for his leg, drawing it a little 
tighter each day to straighten the leg a bit, and rubbed the leg with some kind of | 
oil. Gradvally the leg was limbered up and made straight, but he was bothered for 
about a year, and was still somewhat lame when he started to school. If it had nowy 
been for his father's persistent efforts, he would have been a cripple. 


Shields who was in the Civil War, died a prisoner of war at Tyler, Texas, 
on September lst., 186). 


But there were also many pleasant and happy experiences in those days. There 
was work for everyone of the family, yet there was time for recreation and sports. 
Ed and Dan were especially fond of wrestling. A croquet set was the source of much 
out-of=door fun, and they had a fine, level sanded court for the game. Craig was 
very fond of walking about on stilts, the higher the stilts the more he enjoyed it. 
He also built a bean-thrasher, mm with a belt attached to the grind-stone. Dan 
made a pole swing between two cottonwood trees that were about eight feet apart. 

A pole rested from one tree to the other; two poles were attached, which came 
within about three feet of the ground. The board at the bottom was a seat wide 
enough for two persons, or two persons could stand in the swing, working up until t 
Swing would go almost level with the top, perhaps sixteen feet. The swing was so 
well constructed that there was never an accident with it. 


Music had a prorinent place in the home. It was about the year 1850 when the 
family purchased an organ, one of the first in the neighborhood. Cordie was 
naturally rmsical, and very soon learned to play. She sang sopreno, Craig sang 
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bass, Mary and Den sang alto. The young folks spent many evenings singing the old 
hymns, from Gospel Hyms, No. 1; 25 35 and hie 


In those days the cattle had the run of the prairie. Farmers had their fields 
fenced, but the fences were only posts with three or four smooth wires. The cattle 
could, and often did go two or three miles from home. As the older boys, Craig and 
Dan could plow and do other work on the farm, it was Ed's chore to take care of 
the cattle, usually forty-five or fifty head. This he did from the time he could 
ride a horse, until the time of the sale, just before his parents went to Pennsyl- 
vania for an extended visit. The cattle of the neighborhood would all be together 
during the day; at evening when they would have to be separated, each boy mew the 
cattle he was in charge of, and brought them home. One stormy-looking afternoon, 
Dan and a neighbor boy went after the cattle, and were caught in a drenching rain 
while on the other side of the creek, The water in the creek soon rose so high that 
it was like a river. The cattle swam the creek, but the boys could not swim. Two 
men saw the plight of the boys and came to their rescue, by swimming over to where 
the boys were. Each man took a boy on his back and swam to safety. 


Much of the commnity interest for the young folks was centered around the 
singing school and the spelling bee. Many of the young folks of the neighborhood 
were good singers, and came in crowds to the school house for singing school. Among 
the singing teachers were Mr. Wheatley, Mr. Baker and Mr. Blackman. There were also 
many good spellers, and people would come from a long distance to attend a spelling 
bee. Will Muirhead was one of the best of the spellers. As he herded cattle, he 
kept a spelling book in his pocket, and used his spare time studying spelling. 


The children attended the rural achool in Crystal Township. Ed's first teacher 
was Ann N. Morton at the Bishop School, which was one and a half miles west and 
three-fourths of a mile south of the Townsend home. After the age of ten, he attended 
school only in the winter months. During the winter of 1875-1876 for three months, 

Ed and Dan attended school in Toledo, and boarded at the Ferry Newcomer home. They 
kept the family team and buggy, as this was the time their parents, with Cordie and 
Charlie were visiting relatives in Pennsylvania. Ed's last term of school was in 
the winter of 1877. He and Ambrose Walker were the "A Class," and his teacher was 
again Ann N. Morton. His favorite studies were arithmetic, history and geography. 


In the summer of 188), when all the family had married and gone away from home, 
except Charlie, grandfather Townsend built his big house. Ed and Charlie hauled 
building material a good part of the preceding winter. The lumber was hauled from 
Traer, the sand from the Iowa River near Tama, brick from Toledo, stone from Glad- 
brook, where it had been shinped from the quarry. Nigger-heads from his own land 
were broken up by blasting, and used for the foundation wall, eighteen inches thick, 
and as high as the ground. Above the ground, the foundation was of quarry rock. 

The carpenter was A.M. Glase of Traer; the mason was William Scharfenburg of Traer, 
and the painter was Mr. Garry of Traer. The house was very substantially built, 
and no doubt will stand for many years to come. 


Edmmd Kirk Townsend and Hattie Alice Davis were married on the evening of 
December 23rd, 1880. The wedding was at the Davis home, and there were seventy-five 
or eighty guests present. There was lots of msic, for the Davis family, as well as 
the Townsend family were fond of music. The Davis boys all played instruments of 
various kinds. The newly married couple lived at the grandfather Townsend home until 
March 1, 1881, when they:moved to a farm owned by him. They rented this farm for 
six or eight years, and then bought the place, the Northwest Quarter of Section 21, 
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in Crystal Towship. This was their home for twenty-six years, and the birthplace 
of their six children. The first house in which they lived was not too warmly built, 
but they made use of it for eleven years. Here Lee, Russell and Susan were born. 

In the year 1892 a new, roomy, fine-appearing home was built, and here Irma, Lulu 
and Helen were born. Grandmother Davis made her home with them for a number of 
years, until she passed away in 1900. The house burned to the ground on April 20, 
1902. In less than two weeks after the fire, construction was begun on a new house, 
and in the meantime the family lived in a shanty about 16x32 feet, with no floor. 
But work on the new house proceeded rapidly, and the family moved in about August ls 
1902. The insurance money covered the cost of the new house, $1625. The furniture 
was a total loss. 


Many fine improvements were made on the ferm. In 1897 a-deep well was drilled, 
about 330 feet deep, and about 9 feet was in rock. The well furnished an abundant 
water supply; the water was pumped into a hundred barrel tank which wes set on a 
stone wall six feet high. Water was also piped to the house. In 1901 the big barn we 
built. A new fence was built around the farn, is a white a fence surrounded 
the house. 


While engaged in general Poet the Townsend brothers, EdXand Charlie were 
in partnership in the raising of cattle, first it was the grade Shorthorns, and 
later the Red Polled cattle. They exhibited their herd at the coumley fair several 
times. 


The family was interested in dairying in a small way, and usually milked severa 
cows. At first there was the making of butter to supply the home, selling the 
surplus at the store. The price for butter in those days was around 18 or 20 
cents per pound. But as soon as a cream route was started, which was perhaps about 
1895, they.sold the cream instead of the butter. All the children were helpers 
with the milking or other chores, indoors or out-of-doors. Grain was very low in 
iit and corn was sometimes almost a drug on the market. Fat hogs were>worth 

m $3. 50 to $).00 per hundred, and fat cattle about the same. The last few years 
on skp farm, prices were somewhat better. 


Lee, Russell and Susan graduated from the high school at Gladbrook, driving 
back and forth, but the problem of the youmger children getting to school resulted 
in the sale of the farm to Ernest Paustian. The family moved to Toledo the first 
of March, 1907. 


They first lived in a rental house, where the Karl Kupka house now stands, whilt 
their new home was being built on their forty-six acre farm at the north edge of 
Toledo. This all-modern, convenient and lovely home was built on contract for only 
$3300, and this included the furnace and 150 barrel cistern. This was the family 
home for thirteen years. Irma, Lulu, and Helen graduated from the Toledo High School. 
All the children had some college training, except Helen who preferred msic, and toc 
lessons from private teachers. 


Lee Townsend and Iucy Davis were married February 27, 1908; Russell Townsend 
and Mabel Ferguson were married August 28, 1908; Susan Townsend and Thomas G. Berger | 
were married October 9, 1913; Helen Townsend and Lester C. Kuhmer were married 
October 31, 1918; Irma Townsend and Ralph A. Bristol were married March 1, 192k; 
Lulu Townsend and W.J. Rickenbacker were married August 15, 1931.

A SHREWD WOMAN 

George Shoemaker willed all his property to his wife Margaret without 
reserve. In due time after his death the widow married the second time a man 
named Barnard Devers. Before the wedding she insisted on his signing an 
agreement that she was still to hold possession of the property left by 
her former husband, to dispose of as she wished,and at her death it should 
go unreservedly to her children by the first husband. In the event of his 
death she was to be free of his debts and the property was to remain in her 


_ possession. She also agreed that she would never lay claim to any of his 


individual property, either before or after his death, The marriage occurred 
early in 1625, and they used, managed and occupied their separate estates 
distinctly and independently of each other,pleasantly and harmoniously, until 


Devers' death in December 1829, 


Again in proper season another suitor sought her hand - George A. King, 
a substantial farmer. Her children had then grown up, some of them were 
married,and with her were cultivating and managing the fertile acres of 
"Monmouth", which their father had devised to her. . 

At this time she consulted her confidential merchant about her intention 
to marry and was advised against it. Her reply: "Well, dat may be alld very 
well and very goot; but, see here, a man I vant, and a man I vill havel" 
"QO, that is a very different thing altogether, and in that case, I would 
advise you by all means to marry." 


She, however, would not accept her new suitor's proposal, untess he, 
too, would enter into an ante-nuptial agreement, like that with Barnard 
Devers, which he did. The date of this second agreement is VMarch/8, 1832. 
In both instances husband and wife were separate, on their farms, from 
Monday morning until Saturday evening each week, their accounts were kept 
separately; they knew hardly any more about each other's businéss affairs 
than if they were single. jt the death of her third husband, in the spring 
of 1&3, as at the second one, the Shoemaker estate was left intact. che 
never claimed dower in either “evers' or King's estate. From.loyalty to her 
first husband she required the last two husbands to pay an annual stipend 
in flour for his boarding and horsekeeping from Saturday evéning until 
Monday morning of each week. che is said to have been well.educated in 
German. She survived her last husband several years.

GEORGE SHOEMAKER came from Lovettsville, Loudowm County, Virginia, around 
1799 or 1800 and settled at Cochran's Mills in what is now Burrell Township, 
Armstrong County, Pa. He settled on 257 acres of land which was described as 
being on the north side of Crooked Creek, near the mouth of Cherry Run, in 
Armstrong Township, Westmoreland County, Pa. His tract, "Monmouth", with deed 
dated 3-20=1801, is shown on an old county map as the one warranted to 
R. Cogley in right of Malcolm Campbell. 

George was married in Loudoun County on 1-30-1796 to Margaret Miller. 
In’ 1821 he died in Plum Creek Township, Armstrong Co., leaving ten living 
children. His will was made 6-18-1821 and is recorded in the courthouse 
at Ki tanning.
